Interest is manifested as to wheth- 
er the Reading ('o.’s collieries will 
be able to work, irrespective of the 
recognition of the mine workers’ 
union by the mine operators. 

i^henandoah. Pa., Oct. 1. — The nor 
liccs of the Philadelphia & Reading 
Coal and Iron Co. offering miners an 
increase of ten per cent, in wages 
were posted Sunday in this town, 
nt Mahanoy City and other j)laces. 
Upon reading the notice Organizer 
(leorge Jlarri.s, whose headcpiarters 
are at flahanoy City, issued instruc- 
tions to the president of local 
branches of the I’nited Mine Work- 
ers to warn the strikers against re- 
turning to work until so ordered by 
the officials of the uniou. Placards 
were accordingly placed throughout 
the district notifying the mine work- 
ers to remain away' from the collier- 
ies until President Mitchell should 
order them to work or until the local 
branches of the union should take 
eoneerfed action. 

Mr. Harris said the Reading Co. 
jiroposition was not acceptable be- 
cause the men insist on the aboli- 
tion of the “sliding scale,’’ i. e.. the 
$2..*>0 basis. They also demand n 
guarantee that the increase in wages 
j^hall be permanent. 

(Icn. (lobin Sunday' ordered the 
12th regiment home, and the soldiers 
left here on a special train over the 
I’hiladelphia & Reading railway at 
8 o’clock Monday morning.

Organ- 
izer Pottier said Sunday night that 
140 mine employes at Lost Creek 
joined the union Saturday night, and 
about the same number added their 
names to the roll at Sunday' night’s 
meeting here. 

Scranton, Pa., Oct. 1. — At every 
colliery in the anthracite region a 
notice will be posted Tncs«lay morn- 
ing announcing a 10 ])er cent, increase 
in wages, based on the present scale, 
effective October 1, and that the op- 
erators will arbitrate any grievances 
employes may present. There is no 
condition to be attached as to the 
men returning to work before arbi- 
tration shall begin, so it is to be in- 
ferred that the men are privileged to 
meet in union and adopt any plan of 
action they may deem advisable be- 
fore entering upon arbitration. 

It is .supposed the miners will come 
together as members of the union, 
fix tlie minimum of the concessions 
they will be content with, and then 
go forth as individuals to treat with 
their employers through committees 
of emplo.yes. If arrangements are 
concluded .satisfactorily, the commit^ 
tees of employes will report back to 
the convention of United Mine 
Workers tlmt they have come to a 
settlement, and the strike will then 
he declared off. This would avoid the 
recognition of the union by the op- 
erators and at the same time permit 
the union to regulate the terms of 
settlement.

Arthur cables, reporting the capture 
by' the insurgents of ('apt. Shields 
and 51 men of the 29th volunteer in- 
fantry and the gunboat Villalobe.s. 

The officers of the gunboat Villa- 
Ibbes were Lieut. Edward Simpson 
commanding; Ensign Irwin F. Lan- 
dis and Naval Cadet Roe W. Vincent, 
Lieut. Simpson has seen over 14 years’ 
actual s"a service. He entered the 
navy' on .June 17, 1875. He returned 
from his last tour of sea service in 
May, l.S:.:i, and was a.ssigned to shore 
duties.

TIionstiiidM of Boers Will Rmiicrnte 
From South Africa and Settle in 
the Nortliwest. 



St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 29. — Hun- 
dreds and perhaps thousands of Boers 
will emigrate from South Africa to 
the United States and .settle in the 
northwest. Theodore Vongrecht, of 
Holland, who has of late years made 
his home in Sontii Africa, is in St. 
j’aul to arrange satisfactory railroad 
rates over the western lines. Mr. 
Vongrecht will bring a large con- 
tingent of Boers to this country in 
the spring if conditions are favora- 
ble. 

“There are hundreds and thousands 
of Boers,’’ he says, “who are anx- 
iously awaiting opjK)rtnnt1y to leave 
their jtresent environments and em- 
bark for another land.”

San .\ntonio, Tex., Sept, 9. — Unit- 
ed States Consul W. W. Mills, at Chi- 
huahua, ^lex., has .sent a note to the 
federal authorities liere and also to 
the .state deinirtment at Washington 
detailing an insult to the American 
flag over his consulate on September 
IG, the anniversary of Mexican in- 
dependence, by a mob of Mexicans, 
He had hoi.sted the United States and 
Mexican flags in honor of the day 
and the mob tore down the United 
States colors.

He died from 
strangulation after being first drop- 
ped from the gallows, .Vfter Kin- 
sanls had hung for ten minutes the 
attending physician requested the 
sheriff to place the body on the gal- 
lows and drop it again, '.\hich was 
done. 



Washington, Sept. 29. — Reports re- 
ceived here tend to sh'fiw a aveaken- 
ing of the Boxer jaower with the Chi- 
nese government. Prince Tuan, the 
arehconspirator against foreigners, 
is ro})orfed to have been deposed and 
Wan Wen Chao, reputed to be strong 
in fharaeter and a man of intelli- 
gence, has been named to siicceed 
him. Kang Yi, a potent factor in the 
Boxer movement, is alleged to have 
eomniitted suicide because of the re- 
pulse to his ambitions. ' 

The rulers of China have taken 
steps To mollify' the powers by bring- 
ing guilty oflicnals to justice. Prince 
Tuan will be among the number j)un- 
ished. 

The state department has not been 
advised officially' of the events of 
more or less importance which are 
said to have occurred in China, ac- 
cording to various European reports, 
wichin the pofst 24 hours. If Tuan 
has been degraded, and if Russia 
contemj)lates a blockade of the Chi- 
nese naval ports, the department docs 
not know the facts. It has let it be 
known to the Chinese government 
that Tuan's promotion would be un- 
welcome to this government, but it 
has not yet been informed of the re- 
sults of that representation. Re- 
specting the statement that Ching 
! has been discovered to be a contrib- 
utor to the Boxer cause, it is said 
that all the information that the de- 
partment has been able to secure 
I touching Cliing’s personality' went to 
! show his unvarying friendliness for 
j the foreigners, and upon that record 
he was accepted as a competent en- 
voy', 

IVking. Sept. 2.5. via Taku, Sept, 
28, via Shanghai, Oct. 1. — .\t the con- 
ference of generals to-day the Rus- 
sian commander, Gen. Linoviteh, an- 
nounced the immediate withdrav.al 
from Peking of the bulk of the Rus- 
sian troops and the legation. He 
will leave on Thursday, September 
27, and the legation will follow on 
Saturday, There will remain a mix- 
ed force of about 2,000 to repre.sent 
Russia. 

Gen, Linoviteh asserted that the 
dispatch from St. Petersburg trans- 
mitting the order to withdraw con- 
tained a statement that all the pow- 
ers were adopting the same policy'. 
The other generals replied that they 
had received no orders of that nature. 

German and Japanese columns ara 
operating to the southward near the 
imperial deer park. 

Sir Alfred Gaselee, the BiS'tish 
commander, has gone to Tien-Tsin 
to inspect the British troops there. 

Friction between the British an3 
Russians over the railway continues, 
each party seizing and guarding 
small sections. The repairing is nn- 
systf malic and the completion of the 
work very indefinite. 

Tien-Tsin, .Sept. 28, via Shanghai, 
Oet. 1. — Orders from Washington di- 
recting the withdrawal of the bulk 
of the American troops were reeei- 
ed this afternoon and preparations 
to comply will be begun immediate- 
ly'. Gen. Chaffee is here directing 
the movement, which will commence 
at the earliest po.ssible moment. 

It is under.stood that the plan con- 
templates leaving a regiment of in- 
fantry, a squadron of cavalry and A 
battery of artillery in Peking to pro- 
tect American interests and that the 
remainder of tl .2 troops will pro- 
ceed to Manila. 

The allied commanders had decid- 
ed to dispatch a combined land and 
naval expedition to Shan Hai Kwan, 
on the gulf of Liao Tung, leaving Ta- 
ku Ot'tober 1, the total land force be- 
ing 4,200. The American detail had 
not yet been made, nor had a de- 
cision been reached as to the naval 
force. Now' that the order to with- 
draw' has been received from Wash- 
ington, it is possible that the plans 
for the expedition will have to be 
modified, so far as American partici- 
pation is concerned. Gen. Chaffee is 
proceeding on the opposite assump- 
tion and has ordered the 5th marinrt 
battalion to prepare to go. 

The United States armored erui.ser 
Brooklyn will probably be the only 
.\me.riean war ship in the expeditioTi. 
The troops will go by water and will 
be landed south of Shan Hai Kwan. 
They' will eo-operate with a largo 
Rn.ssiun eoufingent already' on tho 
way. 

Tlie news of the American with- 
drawal created a sensation ,'unong 
the represeutative.s of the other jx>w- 
ers here. 

Tien-Tsin, Sept, 25, via Takn, Sept. 
26. via Shanghai, Sept. 28. — Li Hung 
Chang told Gen. ('haffee to-day that 
liis chief desire was to effect a ces- 
sation of hostilities and he prom- 
ised that the Chinese would not again 
take the initiative in fighting.

Dnrlnie the Past Quarter 8S.700 
BruMM Tonx Were Conxtmeted 
und Omeially Nuiiiliered. 



Washington, Oct. 1. — The quarter- 
ly' statement of the commissioner of 
navigation shows that 308 ve.s.sels of 
88,790 gross tons were built in the 
United States and officially number- 
ed during the quarter ended Septem- 
ber 30, 1900. Of the vessels con- 
structed of wood 160 were sail und 
127 steam. Of the steel vessels four 
were sail and 17 steam. Of the whole 
number 190 were built on tlie Atlan- 
tic and Gulf coasts; 28 on tne Pa- 
cific; 32 on the great lakes, and 58 
on the western rivers. The largest 
tonnage, 37,057, was on the great 
lakes, and the next largest was on 
the Atlantic and Gulf coasts.

FOREIGN SUBSTANCES. 

How They May Be Removed from flu 
Eye — Never Rnb Affected 
OrKan. 

A natural instinct impels a person 
who feels pain or irritation to rub 
the affected spot. When some trifling 
object gets under the e3-elid, one is 
tempted' to rub the exterior of the 
lid, and thus unconsciously imbed 
the object in the inner surface, thus 
rendering its ultimate removal more 
difficult. Another almost irresistible 
impulse prompts one to wink. This 
operation is apt to have the same 
effect. If the lid be prompth' turned 
inside out, though, danger from both 
of these causes will be avoided and 
the d'i.scoverv' of the mischief-making 
particle mav' be promoted. It is bet- 
ter to have some one else do the 
hunting, but if a looking glass is at 
hand, perhaps the victim can see well 
enough with the other eye to find the 
object in question. A correspondent 
of the Scientific American makes 
these suggestion.*?: 

Gently hold the C3’e open with the 
fingers and thumb of one hand, while 
with the other hand dash light hand- 
fuls of water in and across it, so as 
to produce a current of water flow- 
ing over all the surface of the eye. 
and the under side of the lids, The 
effect of this almost invariabl\' i.s to 
push the intruding object from the 

eye. 

The eye should not be rubbed or 
one lid drawn over the other, or a 
silk handkerchief drawn across the 
affected part, but the eye should be 
kept from winking as much as pos- 
sible, while prompt action is being 
taken to cause a current of water to 
pass over the surface of the ball. 

This method is a cop3' from nature, 
for when very fine dust enters th'» 
eye nature seeks to relieve it by 
moans of the fluids which moisten 
and lubricate the e3*e, and when 
larger objects enter, and cling more 
tena«iousl3', the irritation causes a 
copious discharge of tears, so that 
the eye overflows, as nature tries bv 
flushing it to propel along and float 
away with the current the cause of 
the irritation.

3'ellow organdie spotted with black. 
Around the foot of the skirt are three 
narrow' ruffles of plain 3'ellow, 
trimmed on the edges w'ith narrow 
black lace. The lower part of the 
waist is of the dotted organdie with 
a tucked 3'oke of the pljiin 3'ellow 
and black lace insertion, and a bertha 
of the 3'ellow' trimmed with lace. 

The Kimona dressing jacket is a 
most convenient and comfortable ar- 
ticle to have in one’s wardrobe, and 
is made of lawn, challi and flannel 
and cashmere. Other dres.sing jack- 
ets are made with tucks. A'okes and 
bolero fronts and trimmed with lace 
and embroidery,, and with full or 
three-quarter length sleeves. 

Shirt waists and corset covers are 
cut off in front the waist line, so 
as to have as little fullness over the 
stomach as possible, for skirts now 
must set p«\'focSi:> .’»mooth and plain 
over the hips and stomach.

SCHOOL AND CHURCH. 

Prof. Frank J. Born, of Yale Oni- 
rersity, has> been elected physical di- 
rector of Alleghcnj' college.

Xew York, said' that one of the 
most Christian acts a man can <io “is 
to attend' the primaries carr3'ing a 
Christian con.science with you that 
■w ill clean the stream of politicsi at its 
source.” 

A new idea in ecclesiastic architec- 
ture is to be carried out in Xew York. 
In putting np the new edifice of the 
Church of the Archangel in St. Xich- 
olas avenue, Harlem, the plan is to in- 
clude the church and rector}' under 
the same roof. It is said that this is 
the first time such a thing has been 
attempted in that city and perhaps 
anywhere. The entire buiMing will 
cost $5-0,000. The front of the struc- 
ture will be the rector}', with the 
church at the back. The entrance to 
the church will be through and under 
the rector}'. 

RELICS OF GLACIAL EPOCH. 

Some of California'a Biff Trees Arc 
the Oldest of Living 

Til i HR'S, 

The department of agriculture has 
issued a report concerning the big 
trees of California that brings out some 
Interesting and new conclusions. The 
trees are described in the report as 
“the grandest, largest, oldest and most 
majestically graceful of trees,” and 
“the scarcest of known species, with 
the extreme scientific value of being 
the best living representatives of a 
former geologic age.” 

The bark of the big trees often is two 
feet thick, and almost noncombustible 
“The oldest specimens felled,.” the re- 
I>ort says, “are still sound at the heart, 
and fungus is an enemy unknown to it, 
Y'et the big trees, apparently, have not 
increased in their range since the 
glacial epoch. They have only just 
managed to hold their own on the lit* 
tie strip of country where the climati 
is locally favorable. 

“The only grove now thoroughly safe 
from destruction Is the Mariposa, and 
this is far from ’oeing the most inter- 
esting. Most of the other groves ar« 
either in- process of or in danger of be- 
ing logged. The very finest of all, th« 
Calaveras grove, with the biggest and 
tallest trees, the most uncontaminated 
surroundings and practically all thi 
literary and scientific associations ol 
the species connected with it, has beeu 
purchased recently by a lumberman 
who came into fu'.l possession on April 1 

“The Sequoia and Gen. Grant nationr 
al parks, which are supi>oscd to em- 
brace and give security to a large part 
of' the remaining big trees, are eatet 
into by a sawmill each, and the privati 
timber claims amount to a total of 1.171 
acres. The rest of the scanty patchej 
of big trees are in a fair way to disap 
pear, and in Calaveras, Tuolumne and 
Toulare counties they are now disap 
pearing by the ax. In brief, the major- 
ity of big trees of California, certainl} 
the best of them, are owned by peopb 
who have every right, and in man} 
case.-* every intention, to cut them int< 
lumber,” 

The most recent investigations coD’ 
firm the estimates that these giani 
trees probably live 5.000 years or more 
though few of even the larger treei 
are more than half as old. Theaveragi 
rate of growth is estimated at one inci 
of diameter for every 12 years. 

“The report corroborates the state 
ments of one authority, who says that 
one tree, on which he counted 4,001 
rings, was undoubtedly in its prime 
“swaying in the Sierra winds, whei 
Christ walked the earth.” 

“The only place in the world when 
the big tree exists.” the report says, “ii 
in ten isolated groves on the westslopi 
of the .Sierra Xevada mountains. Thj 
species, how ever, represents a snrvivina 
prehistoric genus of trees once growing 
widely over the globe. The sopther; 
groves show some reproduction, througl 
which there is hope of perpetuating 
these groves. In the northern grovei 
the species hardly holds its own.”

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DISEASES OF WILD BEASTS. 

CoBanmption C«rrira Off a Ci-»«d Many 
of Thoae Held In Cap 
tlv;tr> 

“What diseases are wild beasts in 
captivity subject to?’’ was the ques- 
tion a Washing'lcn Star reporter re- 
cently put to a leading animal im- 
porter. 

“Well,” was the reply, “monkeys 
for the most part die of consump- 
tion and pneumonia. Antelopes, 
moose, deer and ot’ner browsing 
beasts die because proper food can- 
not be found for them. In my opin- 
ion, the tannin in the bark and twigs 
which these animals feed most large- 
ly upon is what their systems need 
in order to keep them in a healthy 
condition. Of course, very little of 
this is found in the hay and other 
foods which are fed to those animals 
in captivity. In regard to the far- 
western animals of this country 
there seems to be some peculiar qual- 
ity of the alfalfa and other grasses 
of the prairie which is absolutely nec- 
essary for their sustenance and well 
being. I think that the climatic 
change has very little influence upon 
them. 1 have shipped lots of mule 
deer, black-tailed deer, antelope and 
liocky mountain sheep to Europe and 
the continent, but they did not live 
one year. You see that moose, for 
instance, live largeh’ upon lichen and 
bark. Of course, these foods cannot 
be secured so far from the forests, 
and haj' proves to be a very poor 
substitute. I have no doubt but that 
if these animals could be supplied 
with their natural food they would 
live as long as lions and tigers. 

“All the African, Indian and Aus- 
tralian animals come to this country 
through a general depot in Germany. 
If any weakly specimens arrive in 
that country they are kept there un- 
til they recover. While in transit 
across the ocean it is a very common 
thing for noncarnivora to go with- 
out food for ten days, and they are 
often seasick. This is particularly 
true cf llamas, antelopes and camels. 
There is a good deal of ignorance 
about the medical treatment of wild 
animals. Those which feed upon 
grass are treated in sickness much 
the .same as the hor.se. In the case 
of lions, tigers and beasts of the cat 
familj' generally the same medicines 
which are given to a dog under sim- 
ilar circumstances are lused. 

“One of the mo.st difficult of spe- 
cies to keep alive is the South Ameri- 
can tapir, Thej' are brought chiefly 
from the Amazon river and belong 
to the pig family. Like the monkeys, 
they all die of consumption. Snakes, 
as a rule, die of cancer. I have often 
taken from the mouth of a python 
pieces of decayed tissue as large aa 
a walnut. This disease is produced 
by the habit of the snakes striking 
their fangs into wood or any hard 
substance with which they come in 
contact. The fangs are usually 
broken off in these attacks and can- 
cer supervenes. 

As soon as I detect the cancerous 
growth in the mouth of a snake I 
know that the reptile is doomed. I 
remember a curious instance of this 
kind in connection with a magnifi- 
cent royal Bengal tiger, which went 
mad from convulsiions brought on 
by eating too much, and in a frenzy 
the tiger ate off her own tall close 
up to the body and devoured cver^’ 
inch of it, including the hair. 

“About three years ago 1 lost three 
rare Koodoo antelopes in a very cu- 
rious manner. They were confined 
in a stable which was infested with 
rats. Late one night I heard a 
great hubbub in the stable. Opening 
the door 1 found the antelopes spring- 
ing all over the stable, striking their 
horns against the flooring overhead 
and acting as if they were frightened 
out of their wits. I noticed that the.v 
looked at a particular sjiot in the cor- 
ner. and when I saw a rat come out 
the effect wa.s magical upon the an 
telopes. I tried in vain to quiet them 
but the next morning they were 
found dead in the stable. They had 
died from fright.” 



TURNlltti TO INDIANS. 

Prof. Starr Says Americans Will 
Become Aborigines. 

Facial Differences Dne to Physical 
and Climatic Conditions, and Each 
Coatinent Has Its Di.stinct- 
Ive Race of Peoiilc. 

Prof. Frederick Starr, of the de- 
partment of anthropology in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, believes that the 
American people are becoming In- 
dians and will eventually revert to 
the aboriginal type. His theory is 
that racial differences are due to 
physical and climatic conditions of the 
different continents, and that the 
same conditions which made Indians 
of the earliest inhabitants of America 
will produce a like result among the 
present inhabitants. 

Prof. Starr bases his theory upon 
careful investigation. He has minute- 
ly examined and measured the fea- 
tures of more than 5,000 children of 
Pennsylvania Dutch parentage and 
has found in most cases a lengthen- 
ing of the face and broadening of the 
cheek bones in accordance with the 
characteristic features of the Indian 
races. Recently in his class in eth- 
nolog.y he pointed out various mem- 
bers of the class who most strongly 
showed the Indian tendency. 

“.\11 who come to America,” said 
Prof. Starr, “must converge toward 
the Indian type. Some may resist the 
influence longer than others, but the 
result will be sure to follow’ in time. 
As the features change the tempera- 
ment will change akso. Mind is corre- 
lated with body, and it is to be ex- 
pected that those who come here 
must become as those w’ho came cen- 
turies ago had become Indians. The 
people of France recognize the In- 
dian characteristics in ths faces of 
Americans w’ho visit Paris, and they 
readily distinguish between Ameri- 
cans and English. 

“Asia is the continent of the brown 
and yellow men. Whatever you pour 
Into it becomes as the natives who are 
there. Africa is the black man’s con- 
tinent. The white man who goes to 
Africa must in time become black, 
with the projecting jaw. the coarr;e 
hair and backward heel of the native 
African races.” 

Prof. Starr was asked if the Indian- 
ized Americans of the future would 
live in wigwams. He replied that 
when the first white explorers came 
to America there were many Indians 
living in better houses than Chicago 
people live in to-day.

Since early morn the thundering 
roar of cannon had echoed from 
kopje to kopje, mingling with the 
shriek of flying shells and the heavy 
rumble of field artillery and am- 
munition wagons. The naval brigade 
had shelled the Boer position and 
been shelled in its turn. The deep 
Tugela, where of yore the river-horse 
had gamboled in ungainly play, on 
whose banks vast herds of antelope 
had roamed, in whose rapid waters 
the lion had ofttimes quenched his 
thirst, now swept as a dividing-line 
between the invader and the advanc- 
ing force.
